Rate of the Federal Tax Re­ 
fund is 4c per gallon and in­ 
cludes gasoline purchased be­ 
fore July I, 1962, which you 
used on a farm after June 30, 
1961 and before July I, 
1962 
for farm ing purposes. You may 
also include gasoline used by 
other persons on your farm in 
cultivating the soil or raising 
or harvesting any agricultural 
or horticultural 
commodity. 
You are entitled to 
include 
this gasoline even though it 
was purchased by a 
custom 
operator, a neighbor, or by an 
employee who then used this 
gasoline on your farm 
for 
farm ing purposes.

food poisoning. 
About the picnic—if you’re 
careless in preparing the food, 
staph may invade and multi­ 
ply in items on the bill of fare. 
The ham, for instance, or the 
chicken salad, or the cream- 
filled layer cake. In a matter 
of houre, once eaten, they can 
turn a strong 
man 
into

cramped, tormented weakling. 
But it’s easy to prevent this 
fun - wrecking 
development: 
simply keep the foods chilled 
between the time of prepara­ 
tion and service, and serve as 
soon as possible. 
State health authorities are 


quick to point out that staph. 
caused food poisoning isn’t lim­ 
ited to summer nor to picnics, 
but can occur whenever con­ 
ditions are right regardless of 
ine time or place. Condition?* 
are more apt to be right dur­ 
ing summer when outdoor eat­ 
ing is vogue and staph 
can 
team up with heat and lack 
of refrigeration to spoil food. 
As a point of acedemic in­ 
terest, it isn’t organisms them­ 
selves that do the damage, but 
a toxin produced by adult or­ 
ganisms. Admittedly, the point 
is of little consolation to the 
wrung-out victim, but it does 
provide a clue to 
preventing 
other cases. 
Staph germs are so widely 
distributed in nature- in nose 
and throat secretions, in exu­ 
date of boils and carbuncles, 
on skin and clothing, in the 
very air—that there is little 
chance of avoiding them com­ 
pletely. 
The best thing is to keep 
them from getting in the food 
to begin 
with, 
by 
washing 
hands thoroughly before pre­ 
paring food. Also, if you hap­ 


pen to have a boil, pimple, in­ 
fected scratch or a runny nose 
it would be smart to leave the 
food preparaticn to someone 
else. 
Refrigeration is the key to 
stunting staph germs. 
They 
can't grow in cold tempera­ 
tures, but thrive in bountiful 
profusion at room temperature. 
Therefore, refrigerate suscep­ 
tible foods at 40 degrees tern-j 
peratures. Use shallow pans so 
the 
ingredients 
will 
chill 
through. 
Keep these facts in 
mind 
when you plan your next pic­ 
nic, then your only worry will 
be ants and wasps.

College Station—You don’t 
have to spend time fighting 
off insects this summer while 
you are 
out-of-doors. 
Such 
pests as mosquitoes, ticks, fleas 
chiggers and biting flies can 
be made to keep their distance 
Dy applying a repellent devel­ 
oped by U.S. Department of 
Agriculture scientists on ex­ 
posed skin areas. 
The repellent is commonly 
called deet. Diethyl-toluamide 
is the chemical designation. It 
was synthesized and tested by 
chemists and entomologists of 
USDA’s Agricultural Research 
Service. It is now available in 
ready-to-use-ccntainers 
under 
several trade names, 
and has 
been approved as the standard 
military repellent. 
Deet is effective and safe 
for general 
use on the skin or 
on 
certain kinds 
of clothing 
materials. 
However, instruc­ 
tions covering the use of the 
repellent should be 
followed 
closely, because the chemical 
may affect certain paints, var­ 
nishes and some of the plastic 
materials. The repellent is safe 
for use cn cotton or wool fab­ 
rics if they contain no synthet­ 
ic fibers.
